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Cancer experts leave 
state for higher pay

physicians getting $28,300 a 
year now would get boosts to

IS THE PRESIDENT 
TOO POWERFUL? 
One of the unresolved debates of 1973, surely to be 
carried over into 1974, is the question of the power of 
the Presidency. Does the President, or the office of the 
President, have too much power; or, in these days 
when a major crisis seems to occur with frightening 
frequency, is it necessary for the President to have the 
power to move quickly, decisively, and independently? 
There was a tim e when our Government — or, at 
least, the Executive branch of our government — was 
personified by the President and his Cabinet. When a 
decision was made on any matter or in any field, it was 
a collective decision of the group to top officials in the 
Executive branch. The members of the Cabinet — the 
heads of the various departments of State, Treasury, 
Justice, War (now Defense), Post Office, Navy (and 
later Army and Air Force), Interior, 
Agriculture, 
Commerce and Labor — were powerful men, each very 
much the master in his own field. 
Today, all of this has changed. If Cabinet meetings 
are held, we rarely hear about them . Cabinet officers 
have been relegated to the status of rubber stamps, 
whose authority is to carry out the policies formed 
within the Office of the Presidency. 
And how that office has changed! It comes as 
somewhat of a shock to our younger generation of 
voters in America to learn that Herbert Hoover was the 
first President to have a telephone installed at his 
White House desk.

sk ie s 
are 
cloudy, 
temperatures are between 40 
and 60 degrees, and grass is 
growing rapidly. 
It occurs in lactating cows 
and most often hits those that 
have had four to five calves, are 
at the peak of their lactation, 
and have a young calf (tw o to 
eight weeks old) at their side. 
Cattlem en would do well to 
separate these cows from their
